Secondly. 
Without an adequate tariff, the 


goods of Euiope, brought here as they will he, 
free of duty, will be sold freely. As British re- 
stnctions prevent the sale of our products in 
their markets, the sale hereof foreign goods will 
create a foreign debt against us ; thus bringing 
back the past. 
And we have demonstrated, from 


official documents, that, in twenty-one years, 
there was a balance of trade against this country,' 
and in favor of Europe, of two hundred and' 
forty-seven millions of dollars. 


Thirdly. 
We have demonstrated that this 


large balance of foreign trade must be paid in 
specie; for the reason that we have no paper 
currency which will be received in Europe. 
And we have also shown that this specie must 
be taken from the pockets of the people; be- 
cause the merchants who sell them goods will 
sell them just so much higher as specie is worth 
more than the paper which the people pay them 
for their goods; and they will do this for the 
reason that the merchants are compelled to make 
their payments in such funds (which is specie,) 
as will pass in Euiope.

Without such a system of tariff as 


will prevent the wares of Europe from sale here 
free of duty ; without such a tariff as will tax 
those wares abundantly—the result must be to 
beggar the poor laborers and mechanics of 
our 


own country ! Because in Europe much of the 
labor, and the'rest can be had at from four to 
twelve-fence-per day; and this starving labor is 
employed in the manufacture of hats, boots, 
bhoes, cloths, trunks, saddles, paper, &c. &c. 
which are also manufactured here, and which 
give to thousands of poor men and women the 
means of life. 
Take as an instance the forty 


thousand females engaged in manufactories in 
the single State of Massachusetts; or the seven- 
teen thousand workmen engaged in the single 
business ot the Iron Works in the State of Penn- 
sylvania, and the eighty-four thousand persons 
dependent upon them for support, 
if there be 


no law to prevent the free' sale of European 
goods hero, the pauper labor of that country," 
employed in the minufacture of such goods, 
must thus compote with and begaar our own 
labor and industry engaged in the same depart- 
ments of manufacture and mechanism. 


On the other hand, we have shown that a 


proper tariff" will, by the duties imposed upon 
foreign goods, create a revenue without taxing 
the people. 


Fifth. 
That a tariff which shall force Eutope 


to open her ports to American wheat, coin, pork, 
lumber, tohacoo—inshort,to American staples— 
will thus create an exchange of such staples for 
foreign goods, and by this means prevent a 
foreign balance of trade, and a foreign demand 
for specie : w h i l e it will raise the value of the 
farmer's products to a degree which will enable 
those products to pny for his foreign goods, be- 
sides commanding for them a valuable market. 


Sixth. That a taritT(if the policy of Europe 


shall persevere as it now is,) which, by highly 
protective duties upon European manufactured 
articles, shall so discourage the sale of those 
articles as to force this country to manufacture 
them for herself, will open a new and vast field 
for the energies of our people. We have shown, 
that by encouraging home manufactures in this 
way, a vast home market will be created for the 
sale of the produce of the farmers; becaure 
those engaged in such manufactures must be 
fed. 
In confirmation of this, we have before in- 


stanced the single State of Massachusetts, whose 
manufacturers, in a single year, purchase and 
consume products of the soil to the amount of 
forty-two millions of dollars, to say nothing of 
the vast consumption of mf chanic wares. 
And 


while these results flow to the farmer, an avenue 
is thus opened foi the thousand laborers of botli 
sexes which press our land.

equal interest, as regards the suitableness ot our 
climate and soil for the giowth of plants so much 
esteemed .fsr their beauty. This elegant shrub 
in favorable situations attains the hight of 15 or 
2J feet, with a diameter of about three inches— 
though oftener met with of a smaller size. 
The 


branches have a redish brown color and a dry 
deadly appearance,the younger ones bearing the 
leaves and flowers, a lively yellowish green or 
straw color. The leaves are evergreen, coriace- 
ous, very smooth,with the underside little paler. 
They are oval, acute,perfectly smooth and about 
three inches in length and one inch wide—tho' 
many are of a smaller size 
The petioles are 


short, soft and flexible, given oft'in an irregular, 
but somewhat ternate manner. 
The flowers 


present themselves in beautiful bunches or 
corymbs from the exliemity of the branches; in 
general they are of a beautiful rose color, and 
sometimes of a pure white. 
They are always 


numerous, and their brilliant effect is much 
hightened by the disposed manner of the leaves 
about them and of the surrounding foliage.— 
They are on long slender peduncles, invested 
with a glutinous pubescence and supported at 
base with very small, ovate, bracts. 
The calyx 


is small, five parted, the segments mostly tipped 
with pale red. The corol is monopetalous, wrth 
a cylindrical tube, a spreading disk,and an erect, 
five cle'tt margin. At the circumference of the 
disk, on the inside, are ten depressions or pits— 
with corresponding protuberances on the out- 
side—this circumstance alone determines the 
genus. 
In these depressions the anthers are 


found, lodged at the time when the flower ex- 
pands. The stamens grow from the base of the 
corol and shoot outwardly so as to lodge their 
anthers in the cells of the corol, as if to keep 
the flower spread—thus giving a fanciful resem- 
blance to a tent. From this confinement they 
liberate themselves during the flowering period 
and strike against the stigma. The leaves of 
this plant are endowed with poisonous, narcotic 
properties, and have been used in medicine.— 
They are said to prove fatal to sheep and some 
other animals, but are eaten with impunity by 
deer, goats and partridges. The flowers are m 
full bloom from June till Angust. I am under 
grateful acknowledgments to William Freeman, 
Esq., of Cherryfield, through my friends Messrs. 


Trouble among the Indians. ._ 


A letter received at St. Louis, states that on 


the 27th ult. a paity of the Sioux Indians made 
an attack upon the Pawnees,most of whom were 
out on their spring hunt. The wife of tl.e U. S. 
Blacksmith at Willow Creek was murdered.— 
Also Lashapel, the United States Intrepreter, 
who had been in that country for 25 years; Capt 
Blue, first Chief of the Pawnee Tappajrnes,and 
futher-in-law of the Inteipieter; a son-in-law of 
old chief Monlin, and several other Chiefs and 
Braves, young men, women and children, it is 
also gtated,that out of 41 lodges, 21 of the larg- 
est were burnt, and most of the horses 
were 


stolen or killed on the spot. 


Willow CreeK from whence this letter is dat- 


ed, is 130 miles up the Platte river, and the 
Sioux are 2aO miles above it. These Indians 
have exhibited hostile feelings on several occa- 
sions during the winter, and this attack on the 
Pawnees has been expected for some time.
